Portsmouth, with the entire nation . 


and with the whole civilized world, 
went into mourning on Thursday and 
paid tribute to the honored memory of 
its dead president, the late illustrious 
William McKinley, the nation's twenty- 
fifth chief magistrate, and the third to 
fall by the hand of an assassin. 


The city was In solemn silence during 


the day and ia darkness at night. 
It 


was a day notable in the history of tbe 
cicy. No living person in the city has 
seen its equal In impressive events. 
It 


is hoped that none may be obliged to 
repeat the experiences of this period of 
national, even universal sorrow. 


All classes, persona of all creeds and 


parties and from all walks of life within 
the borders of our small seaport com- 
munity utited in doing homage to an 
honorable life, honorable bm,h in public 
service and in the home, and praised the 
example of tbe nation's representative 
head, and it was told in woids belitting 
the occasion. 


The day was full of grandly solemn 


things. Public and private life WHH rep- 
resented In the exercises.

They are re- 
quired to sing, or, iiithur. screech, at the 
top of their voices for hours at a stretch, 
their musical gjmnastica usually taking 
place on the roof of the teahouse to which 
they have been apprenticed. There they 
are to b<: found every day, summer and 
winter, equalling iu unison, a dozen <*r 
more in company, until exhausted. Win- 
ter is considered the bf>st season of all for 
the development of the voice, and the 
colder the weather the better, since es- 
tiemu cold is held not only to strengthen 
the tolee, but to augment the ngister. 
After jears of thte laborious and torture 
exercising of the voice under the tuition 
pf women professors, themselves once fa- 
tnoua niugeis. tha young girl enters the 
ranks of the professional geisdia and 
awaits calls to assist io conjunction with 
perhaps a dozen others of her craft at 
eDCeruuaintnu given by wealthy mer- 
chants or others, at famous teahouses or, 
less frequently, at private houses. These 
fc'omen do u</t perform In theaters or pub- 
lic places of that kind.

Bye* — The JJurne-Jonen, lto«*ettl 
nnd Da Maurl«r Type*—What If 
LJUed Today. , 
A famous living artist, a great author- 


ity on what is peculiarly the study and 
aim of art—beauty—has been heard .,t« 
maintain that women of our generation 
have a .quite uncanny .power of altering 
themselves for" the overthrow and en- 
slavement of their victim, man. If it b« 
true at all, it is probable they always hao 
that power and almost certain the) 
never let it lapse for want of using it. 
And certainly when we look round at the 
pretty English girls of this present yeai 
it seems as it it were true. What is true 
is that the type seems to ha've com- 
pletely changed. 
Some eighty years ago a famous chap- 


eron used to lay down, as the condition 
of certain triumph that a girl should 
have eyes. Other points of beauty went 
for nothing or for little. If she had eyes 
she would do, and by "do" that much 
requisitioned chaperon, meant that she 
was sure to capture a desirable husband. 
And the painters of those days showed 
us what sort were the eyes that did all 
the mischief. 
They were not demure, 


or provoking, or flashing; they were sim- 
ply large, lazy, languorous and generally 
blue. 
There was nothing "unholy" in the ex- 


pression of the eyes; it was only in the 
color; they were essentially ingenue eyes. 
Lady Hamilton bad them, but Eomney 
managed generally so to deepen them 
with shadow that you never realized the 
color as blue. Now, with this beauty of 
eyes, and especially of blue eyes, came 
the beauty of complexion, the healthy 
pink and white of the late Georgian and 
even the early Victorian era. 
We have 


but to turn to any portrait of that time 
to see that the oval face, "the blue eye, 
dear and dewy, and the infantine sweet 
air of her" were what the painter knew 
his sitter would expect. 


Then came tbe change. Bossetti, so to 


speak, discovered throats, Dn Maurier 
made us look at chins, Hazlitt sang the 
praises of pallor, passion pale pallor; 
eyes were forgotten or overlooked and 
"regularity" was unnecessary to noses. 
Figures became long and angular, dross 
ignored figure and changed to drapery, 
and the whole type altered. 
Burn«- 


Jones, Rossetti and Du Maurier scorned 
to have fashioned between them a new 
kind of beautiful woman. The portraits 
of the seventies record the changing 
fashion and it was part of it that the 
age of beauty was thought to come later 
in the life of woman. The type passed 
to exaggeration in the aesthetic craze, 
but, all the same, throat and chin and 
mouth and pallor ruled us and eyes and 
complexion went for little or nothing. 


But the reaction was inevitable and not 


long delayed. It 
has come already. 


Women have again uncannily changed 
themselves for the destruction of man. 
The Rossetti type is disappearing and 
gradually giving place to two other types, 
which indeed have little in common. One 
may frankly be called the Romney type. 
The hair is brown and curly, the face 
is short, the nose is slightly upturned, 
the corners of the mouth turn up a little 
too. 
The only word of praise which 


you know would he inapplicable is "dig- 
nified." It is a soubrette kind of beauty, 
captivating, provocative, domestic, cer- 
tainly not overintellectual, with no great 
tendency to literature or art, winsome, 
and conscious of its irresistibility. You 
see it just now largely leavening all 
classes of English society. 
There is 


nothing of the grande dame about it. 
Can you fancy one of the Rossetti-Du 
Maurier type beauties ever stooping to 
conquer, e^er descending to the barmaid 
and yet remaining 
Miss Hardcastle^ 


You will see the type all through London 
today, in ladies, in shopgirls, in serv- 
ants, a type very attractive for ita 
healthy, lovable comeliness. 
Ronrney 


ga\e it to us for our admiration, and 
the London, hairdresser has helped most 
girls more or less to come under it. Tho 
short locks with tha curves support the 
curves of the retrousse nose, give zest 
and piquancy to the impertinence of the 
face, and give to the whole type its pro- 
vocative charm. It certainly is not a re- 
fined kind. Tho face is broad, fat, white. 
The nose is rather shapeless. The ears 
are rather large and decidedly ugly. The 
mouth has little form in its lines, no 
firmness when it closes, little expression 
when it lies open.

Du Maurier thirty years ago annexed 


the high bridge, accentuated its defects 
and made it the special preserve of the 
dowager duchesses. The ugliness of the 
exaggeration has now passed away. The 
delicate aquiline has a beauty of its own, 
especially when with it comes in once 
more the large eye that has room for a 
large lid. This type has also the charm 
of complexion, a wholesome red and 
white, cheeks that can blush subcutane- 
ously, a face that ignores the surface of 
powder and the tint of _ rouge. 
Thi« 


beauty, all the same, is rather dollish 
and of a stupid kind, with its chin apt 
to be weak and its brow low nnd shelv- 
ing. 
It is essentially aristocratic and 


belongs to the granddaughters of Du 
Manner's dowagers.—-London News.

President's Body Taken to His 


Canton Cottage. 


THE 
LYING 
IN -STATE 


For Fire Hours Old Neighbors 


Passed the Bier. 


MANY PATHETIC 
SCENES, 


Many Tboa&niul IV-rnoii« Show Their 


Grle* For Tlieir F*>Iloiv Towutimaii. 
All Canton Drnped In Somber Linen. 
Bereaved Wife Spendx Her Jjtist 


.•VIjElit AVltli the Huulmiid Who Had 
Devoted Hftt JLife to Her. 


Canton, O., Sept. I!).—At home! 
The 


long Journey of years and miles was 
ended yesterday here in the little Ohio 
railway town. In tiie chapelle ardente 
within the stately courthouse reposed 
the coffin of William McKuiley. 


His friends in life, humble, honest 


folk for the most part, have passed b'y 
the bier with straining, streaming 
eyes, missing as they went the details 
which have given such trouble to the 
chief men and women of the place. 


AB at Buffalo, as at Washington, as 


on the funeral train coming hither, a 
soldier with fixed bayonet stood at 
the head, a sailor with drawn cutlass 
at the foot, a sailor and soldier at ei- 
ther side, a row of armed sailors on 
the east side of the chamber and a 
row of marines on the west. 


Against the black walls and ceiling 


the great wreaths and crosses of costly 
flowers, rare roses, orchids, lilies of the 
valley, asters and gladioli gave vivid 
Hushes of color to the scene. The eof- 
lin had white roses, resting on the Un- 
ion flag. 
But the people passing had 


only faint perception of all this. There 
was n passion of regard for the dead 
president in their hearts that brought 
tears Into their eyes. They dashed these 
out to look into the open com'n, and 
then as they wore hurried on they bow- 
ed their heads until they were out in 
the open again on. the north porch of 
the htiildinir. 


Evermore shrunken and less and less 


like that of their sturdy, wholesome, 
whole souled fellow citizen grew the 
face. 
They could not imagine that a 


week of suffering and a scant four 
days of death should have wrought 
such a change. Men ami women, girls 
and youths, little children lifted by 
sisters or parents, tottering old people, 
themselves near the grave—it was the 
same with all of them. Some did not 
weep, but came forth staring blankly, 
with dry eyes. 
\Vln*re the AVeepinpr AVIdow Waited. 


After the closing in of night, when 


the whole town and country hereabout 
bad passed its fifty thousand living 
persons through the courthouse halls, 
the body was taken to the humble Mc- 
Kinley homestead, a bare quarter of a 
mile away, up Market street. 
And 


there the heartbroken widow awaited 
it—most touching, appealing scene of 
all. 


One had to walk out there while the 


long lines wore passing through the 
courthouse to know to the \ery marrow 


* what that last homecoming meant. It 


was nottoapalace or colonial castle that 
this rnler of nigh eighty million souls 
went home to. It lias been described be- 
fore. 
Its homely features have been j 


pictured a hundred times—the plain 
wooden house of two stories, its porch 
and its little strip of lawn, the green 
grass level with the street, the few 
maples and birches shading it. 


These things are remembered. But 


one thing came into view. It was but 
this spring that, this great 
president, 


planning for the days when' lie would 
no longer be chief magistrate, had re- 
solved to make this home more com- 
fortable for his.friends and himself and 
had, added—what? A new wing'.' A 
great stable? Xo. only a broad veranda 
on the western side where a beautifully 
symmetrical maple, the gem of his doz- 
en trees, stands quite alone in the 
grass, and he would have the lawns 
nicely kept, with small beds of simple 
flowers. Yea, it had been given a new 
coat of paint. Pardon these poor de- 
tails, for now there is pathos in every 
one of them. 


For his wife, for his friends, for him- 


self last of all, they were planned. Re- 
membering the proud, solemn gather- 
ing at the capitol of the nation on Tues- 
day, the sympathy .nnd concern of the 
kings and lords of the earth over the 


an exterior sense done handsomely bj 
its great dead, ;but It is iu the soul 
part, in the human tribute, that it hns 
done nobly. 


Throughout yesterday afternoon a 


ceaseless human tide pressed steadi v 
forward to the blur. Four abreast in 
double line without a' moment's halt 
the people hurried by the casket and 
then, with tear stained faces, passed 
out of the darkened chamber into the 
bright sunlight. 


In the line were represented all sta- 


tions in life, all ages, all conditions. 
At one moment an old man. bent and 
withered, who had known "Mother" 
McKinley, tottered up to gaze upon the 
silent features. lie was followed by 
a man of middle age who had gone to 
school with McKinley. 
Over on one 


side was the Knight Templar who had 
marched beside McKinley in. parades. 
All who came had some recollection of 
personal relation with the man lying 
there cold Sii death. Fathers brought 
their children and held them over the 
bier for a fleeting glance at the up- 
turned face. A sleeping babe was rous- 
ed by its mother for a sight its little 
mind could not comprehend. 
Toilers 


enin« from the factories and. dinner 
pails in hand, trooped by the bier of 
him whom they called their benefactor 
and their friend. Now and then knots 
of school children hurried past, awe- 
struck at the gloom of this chamber 
of death. 


Often the guarding 
soldiers were 


compelled to step forward and gently 
restrain a hand that sought a bloom 
from off the flower decked casket. It 
was plain that a. great flood of emo- 
tion was up in the hearts of these sor- 
rowing people. 
Strong men made no 


concealment of their grief, their tense 
faces and tearful eyes telling the sense 
of personal bereavement which had 
come upon them. Many women wept, 
and during the afternoon one young 
girl gave way to her feeling by loud 
wails which 
re-echoed 
through the 


darkened corridors. As the people hur- 
ried by they gave expression to sup- 
pressed exclamations of anguish at the 
sight of tho pinched face lying thure 
in the cotliu. It wus not the face they 
had known so \vdl, and almost without 
ex.-option the people turned away re- 
gretful that they had not retained in 
their minds that picture of manly vig- 


I or which they knew so well. 
Many 


| of his ncaroM friends refrained from 


looking upon the face, preferring to 
preserve the memory of him a> in life. 


Late in the afternoon an aged man. 


leaning upon two crutches which hi 
managed with dilliculiy. appeared at 
the door through which the people wert 
making their exit, lie asked the sentry 
to al'ow him to outer, and when ill 
soldier refused, saying that he had rt 
ceived orders to allow nobody through 
that door, the old man stood baek tin 
picture of woe. 
Iu a short time hi 


again asked the young sentiy in plead- 
ing tones to allow him entrance througl 
the doorway, saying that in liis feeblt 
condition he was not able to stand ii 
the line wliieli at that time extentlei 
fully a mile from the entrance. 


"1 fought in liis regiment during thi 


war," he said, "and I just want to la> 
tliis Hag on his colHn and then keep i 
as a remembrance of the time I saM 
him last." 


"Take it in," said the sentry, and tin 


veteran hobbled into the hall. 


When he got inside, lie had inort 


trouble and was compelled to explaii 
his errand several times. Finally tin 
line passing the colHn was stopped loiif- 
eiiough to allow the old man to step 
its side for a glance into the coffin aut 
to lay his tiny flag ou its glass front 
Then he turned back with the crowd 
hugging the now sanctified flag tight!} 
beneath his coat.

There were six ol 
them, and they came three abreast. On< 
in the forward row leaned over for a 
look and gently disengaged from tin 
bosom of her dress a scarlet, geranium 
and laid it gently on the top of tin 
wreaths that already rested there. Tlu 
others followed her examples and al 
though the sentries had orders to per 
uiit nobody to place anything upon th< 
coHin or to touch the floral offering* 
that were already there the little trib 
utes were allowed to remain, and thej 
were still on the top of tho coltiu when 
it was carried through the door on its 
way to the McKinley cottage. 


At 6 o'clock the doors were closed 


to the public and preparations made 
for removing the body to the McKinley 
residence.

The two unidentified bodies are those 


of women, one quite elderly, very- 
large in figure, apparently sixty years 
| of age, dressed in black, hair gray. 


The other was apparently twenty- 


eight years of ago. with light hair, evi- 
dently a Swede. She wore a pink waist 
and brown skirt, and on her tlngt-rs 
were three rings. 


The bodies were taken immediately 


to a frcighthouse near by, where they 
were viewed by the medical examiner. 
Of the twenty-live injured those most 
seriously hurt wen- taken to the Brock- 
Ion hospital on a special train.

TEICKPHOTOGEAPHY 


SOME UES THAT ARE TOLD BY THE 


TRUTHFUL CAMERA. 


Simple Mechanism or Juggling 


Perspective Urines Odd Results. 
The Man Iu the Bottle—Maklnie * 
Fat Woman Thin. 
Tne notion that the camera cannot lie 
us become ouc of the few fixed tenets 
f popular belief; but, while this opiuion 
i true in the strictest interpretation of 
he phrase, yet the man behind the lens 
r he who has charge of the developing 
irocess can so manipulate the unsuspect- 
ug instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
uth the sense o£ perception it would 
ever recognize its own handiwork. 
Of late years trick photography and 
ate photographs hare become distinct 
catures of the photographer's art, and 
Sects are easily produced which belie 
lie subjects at which the camera is aim- 
d. But the question naturally arises, 
low can this be done when the camera 
as to recoid the impression of things as 
hey arcV It is by juggling with the per- 
pective or by simple mechanism only 
mt these apparent phenomena in the 
hotographic line are produced. 
In the first place it is necessary to un- 
erbtaud that there is a difference be- 
\\ccn 
trick photography and so called 


lake" photography. The term "fake" 
holography is applied to the transposi- 
lon of subjects from the onginal back- 
lound to a new one in which the person 
r group taken may never have been. It 


"trick" photography -which is the 


lore interesting, as it calls lor a certain 
mount of cleverness and ingenuity on 
lie part of the opeiator. 
One of the bebt examples o<" this sort 
C pictutc taking is the photographing of 
person in a bottle. Now of course no 


tiulio is possessed of a glass bottle large 
uough to hold a. human being, and the 
idlest beholder must suspect a trick, 
'he explanation, however, of the manner 
n \\hich it is done is surprisingly simple. 


Iu this instance a single plate is used, 
-lie subject to be taken in the bottle is 
;ist placed in front o£ a black baek- 
iround and taken with a carefully timed 
xposure of just enough duration to 
mnp: out the object distinctly. Then 
he empty bottle ih placed against a daik 
>.it.kgroiind, and, after caiefully adjust- 
ng the focus so that the object iirbt 
aUcn may be well within the lines of the 
lock, bottom and sides of the bottle, a 
icture of this bottle is takeu on the 
aino plutc at just t-i\ice the exposure of 
he first object photogiaphed. When the 
late is developed, the bottle naturally 
nines up fii bt, M ith the first impression 
neatly inside, as it appears. 


Some few year a ago photographers 


puzzled and members of tbe the- 


atrical profession amused by the publi- 
ntion of a faeries of photographs of pop- 
Liar actresses \vho are noted for their 
:mplo proportions as tnuch as for their 
ability to entertain large audiences. But 
n the pictures they wero shown with 
•tlphlike forms, although tho produc- 
ions were unmistakably photographs. 
Vt first it was claimed that the decep- 
ion was caused by tho employment of 
uirrors, but iu reality it wits merely tak- 
ng advantage of one of the elementary 
a\vs o£ perspective. 
A certain corpulent actress was posing 
'or her picture in the studio of a theat- 
'ical publication. The photographer had 
ilacecl her at a dressing table. But in 
/rder to create the illusion of a dressing 
eom lie found he would have to use a 
•ide piece. This he did and in choosing 
>ue took a screen on whicli Mas the litho- 
ginph of a weighty builebque queen. 
Siently to his surprise when the plate 


A as developed the picture of the actresb 
.ime out all right, but the Moman on the 
loster was shown ns having a tall aud 
xtremely thin figure. It then occurred 
o the expciimenter that the camera had 
'aught the refi acted rays from 
the 


s< reen at a tangent, and the surface, be- 
ng flat, consequently showed its hon- 
uilal lines considerably narrowed. 
He then conceived the idea of repro- 


ducing in a similar manner the photo- 
graphs of celebrities of ample girth, 
•which made a decided hit 


Another mystifying spectacle is that of 


a person or group shown twice on one 
plate. This is clone by covering half the 
;>late for the first exposure and then util- 
izing the unused half for a second pic- 
ture while the first is kept carefully 
screened from the light. By the employ- 
ment of mirrors, many queer effects may 
tie introduced, but that savors a little 
stronger of charlatanism. 


The fake photograph is mainly the 


product of the exigencies of the modern 
illustrated daily and the general "cussed- 
ness" of celebrities when they ought to 
be together instead of staying far enough 
apart to be out of common focus. The 
fake photograph ought only to be used 
as a last resort, but they are so easily 
made that they arc resorted to on the 
slightest provocation. 


These photographs come into play 


mainly when group pictures are wanted, 
and the shears and pastepot go far to 
their making. For instance, suppose an 
ocean liner is to sail on which arc booked 
a few senators, a duke, a party of jock- 
eys and a popular actress. To get the 
picture of the pier and ship is an easy 
matter, but to bo fortunate enough to 
obtain at tho same time those of the well 
known passengers is a different matter. 


This difficulty is got around by the 


photographer first getting the picture of 
the surrounding as a background and 
then taking on separate plates those of 
such of the voyagers required of whom 
they happen not to have a photo in stock. 
After these are developed the pictures of 
the individuals are cut o'ut, after first be- 
ing reduced to the necessary size, pasted 
on the desired background, and the whole

There are ao sons of the Confederacy 


here. But they are sad today as you, 
veterans of the Union nriry. Nothing 
can more plainly tell of the magnanimity 
of President Mclvinley. than that ho who 
had been a Union sol .ier should visit 
the Southern cities, and, wearing the 
Confederate badge, frankly 
acknowl- 


edged that the Old South must have sin- 
cerely believed in its cause, and that the 
New North now forgave them and the 
Country had at last become really uni- 
ted. President HcKmley entirely oblit- 
erated sectional lines. Let no o'je date 
to undo his labors. 


Wiilinm HcKiulcy as a young man 


took his public ideals in a large measure 
from Lincoln. He learned to admire 
him in bis great work for humaniry. lie 
learned of bis btruggles to accomplish 
his high ideals, lie was charmed by hi? 
great intellect, his high honor and uni- 
versal tenderness toward nil, and it i* 
not haid to see that LincolnV life and 
example worked itself out to a large de- 
gree in the later life of tlic one we 
naourn today. 
And Lincoln's t'euth! 


For him young McKiuley was visit' d 
with the same sadness and Impressed 
with the same lessons as we today, and 
so again at Garfield's death. 
Flow 


strange the coincidence! How sad the 
succession of such deaths.! 


It is not a time for me now to ful ow 


in any narrative way the progress oC 
Mr. McKinley's advancement from the 
end of the Civil war to the picsideucy. 
It is replete with interest. lu the surg- 
ing sea of political strife he had his re- 
verse* aucl advances, his censure and 
piaise, but withal his fiunl triumphs. 
Many other men have aiSieu to high po- 
sition in much the same way aa Le. Yet 
after all It is the man and not tbe 
office 


or position he held thsit leaves its bt'st 
and most lasting impresbion. 


rl'he charm (if his personality dievv 


men to him almost involuntarily. Those 
who would oppose him soon founrl them- 
selves believing as he did, or happily 
agreeing to entertain a fiiendlv diller- 
eiiee of opinion. Ills great party oppo- 
nent always entertained for him the 
highest personal icgard ; and the sincere 
words of Bryan and Cleveland, when 
McKinley's death \\as announced, will 
ever be memorable for their genuine 
significance. 


He was n friend of the common people 


from whose ranks he hnd arisen, llis 
labors for them may be been on every 
hand and their prosperity was his sure 
reward. He was ever kind and hohcit- 
ous for the unfortunate, and in his ten- 
der pity tor such ou that fateful day he 
reached gently forth for the well hand 
oE his slayer, thinking to give coir age 
and sympathy to one in affliction. 
I tell 


you toilers—you who may bomo times 
despair and become discouraged—men 
like William McKinley are not always in 
high places, and well you may feel that 
when bis noble life went out your loss 
was something real. 


There may be some gaiu eveu iu such 


a calamity. It has welded more strong- 
ly the chain of universal brotherhood. 
The common bond of human sympathy 
has stirred tho best impulses of the 
Ameilcan people. The lessons of peace 
and its victories, of private virtues and 
their power, which his life taught, have 
been stamped upon the public mind, 
never to be effaced. 


The last days of President McKiuley 


are sad and sacred. On that fatal morn- 
ing, in the full possession of all his pow- 
ers, conscious ol the good will of his 
countrymen, in the full realization of 
every ambition of his life, ~wi h his 
friends about him, he went out to view 
Niagara and enjoy her grandeur and 
beauty, little dreaming that, the shadow 
of Death followed ia his footsteps. A 
little later iu the Hill of Music he was 
receiving the adulation of his peop'e and 
returning the beneficence of his kindly 
smile and handgrasp, when the treason- 
ous bullets pierced his body. Pale and 
stunned, he thrust his hand Into his 
bosom and sav his life-blood flowing. 
The terror of the awful crime was upon 
him. Then came, the struggle for life, 
the hope of recove^-, the sad relapse, 
the tender parting with the heart-broken 
wife, the last good-bye, and all was over. 


It is, indeed, a sad day—sad for every 


fireside, sad for every widow, and for the 
few remaining comrades, sad for every 
toiler, and lor every patriot. But as 
Garfield said on the similar death of 
Lincoln,—"God reigns and the govern- 


riohescan not bribe or wtat pbVerty 
is too lowly to escape its attack. Hence 
it comes to pass that (all men die

jidgingffom the spring samples sent 
out. 
Very few firms are sending out 


samples of the extreme in this shoe, 
the "double decker" and extension edge 
shoe, which had such a ready sale this 
f>ll. Some of the features of the man- 
nish shoe will be retained and there 
will always be a certain demand for 
them, but principally coutined to wom- 
en athletically inclined. 
The spring 


styles will not depart from medium and 
coin toe, which have prevailed since the 
razor toe went out of favor.
